T<> the Citizen* of Rutland: 

At the conclusion "I the fiscal year covered by this Annual 
Report (July I, I iloS-.Iunc •*!(). liloil), 1 have been in the office of 
Mayor just three and a half months, therefore, in this message, 
I am not going to attempt to review the past year of municipal 
operations. Instead, I ask you to look forward with me to the 
future. 

With respect to the physical aspects of our city, wc are 
currently in the last stages of a program of road construction 
started ten years ago which will soon see virtually every city 
street rebuilt and hard surfaced. The one sizeable item of road 
construction to be undertaken is that section of 1'. S. t lying 
within the pastern section of the city Woodstock Avenue. 
Property easements and Rights of Way hav e been largely secured 
and some preliminary work on this important stretch of highway 
may start this year before the advent of winter stops construction 
activit ies. 

This fall will see the opening of two new elementary public 
schools which should take care of our school construction require- 
ments for tin 1 foreseeable future. 

The next large construction problem facing us is the eventual 
building of a Sewage Disposal Plant . I ' tide r recent State Laws, 
the dumping of raw sewage into our Vermont streams is pro- 
hibited, hence, we arc definitely obligated to construct a disposal 
plant. The preliminary engineering on a proposed plan has been 
accomplished and undoubtedly the State will soon put on the 
pressure for construction. Such a large project can be financed 
only through a bond issue and such an issue must lirst be approved 
by our taxpayers. 

In the matter of municipal financial operations, there has 
been a great deal of controversy in the past two years over deficit 
financing, which simply means that the amount of money we 
raise from taxes is not sufficient to meet our budgeted expendi- 
tures. With the advent of this new fiscal year a new budgetary 
accounting system as recommended by the State Auditor's 
Department, is being adopted. This should eliminate future 
hassles over the form of accounting used by the city. 

The matter of deficits has been with us for a long time and 
there is one way and one way only for us to get away from these 
constantly recurring deficits and that is to eliminate the charter 
limits of S I .(>() for general purposes and the Sl.iiO limit for educa- 
tion and I propose to put these articles in the Warning for your 
approval in next spring's election. 

In preparing the liudget for fiscal '59-'60, I endeavored to 
hold the line on expenditures wherever I possibly could. As a

The figures for Poll Taxes, we estimate at 8*900 polls.

We are pleased to present the School Report for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1959. It consists of two parts, -the follow- 
ing narrative statement about the work of the schools, and 
financial and stat istical reports found near t he end of t his booklet . 
Taken together, they form I he complete School Report. We 
>hall do our best, within the limitations of space and (lie require- 
ments of the haw, to present a complete though concise report of 
the Rutland Public Schools during the past year. 

TEACHERS' SALARIES 

In spite of substantial increases in teacher.-' salaries during 
this past year, we still rank at the very bottom of the list for 
teachers holding bachelor's degrees, among seven of the larger 
places in the State! This shows how very important it was for us. 
this year, to secure Hoard and voter approval of the last half of 
the increased salaries planned for in our latesl Salary Schedule. 
This will provide salary increases for teachers comparable with 
those they received during this last year, and constitutes a most 
important step forward in our effort to attract and hold good 
teachers. 

SCHOOL BUILDING IMPROVEMENTS 

Construction has been progressing throughout the year on 
our two new elementary schools, -the Northwest School on 
Pierpoint Avenue, and the Southeast School on Allen Street. 
As of the close of the fiscal year, the Northwest School was 
practically ready for final inspection; and construction progress 
on the Southeast School was good. These schools will represent 
the completion of the major items of school construction envision- 
ed in our long-range planning clone in 1950. It is important l<> 
note the advantages accruing to the other elementary schools in 
the City through the construction of these new schools: 

1) They will completely do away with the need for trans- 
porting children from their own schools to other school- 
in the City, due to overcrowded classrooms. During the 
past year there have been (56 such "displaced" children. 
24 from the Dana School, 19 from Lincoln, and 23 from 
Kingsley. Xo one has been happy about this. 

2) Dana will get back its Auditorium (which has had to be 
used during the last several years for two classrooms) 
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Mini one additional classroom which can he used lor vari- 
ous purposes including remedial elasse*. music instruction, 
etc. 

:)) The Kindergarten ;it I he Northeast School will not have 
to use the Multi-Purpose Room ;is it has during the past 
year when the regular kindergarten room had to lie used 
for an additional 6th grade, . 

I) Hie Lincoln School will nain hack one classroom which is 
much needed as a combined teachers' room, meet inn place 
for remedial classes, music classes, etc.

A tremendous stride toward greater Fire Safety was made at

INSTRUCTION AND RELATED SERVICES 

During this past year, the Teachers Committee of the School 
Hoard has led an almost spontaneous re-examination of the con- 
tent of our educational programs. Many meetings have been

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held, and all principals, supervisors, and heads of departments 
have cooperated. 

It would he difficult to overestimate the value of the work 
being done by our Klementary Supervisors, Mrs. Elizabeth P. 
Hughes, and her Assistant . Mrs. Helen H. Pondina. Their cam- 
paign to "expect and accept nothing but the very best" from each 
child has improved the over-all quality of instruction in the 
grades. The high level of our Pending program has been main- 
tained, anil the program in Arithmetic has been stepped up 
throughout the grades. In the latter Held, during the coming 
year, we shall make provision for the academically talented on an 
individual basis, looking toward an accelerated program in tin 1 
.Junior and Senior High Schools for such pupils. 

The California Achievement Tests, covering all phases of 
Pearling, Arithmetic, and Language, were administered to all 
pupils in (trades 2 through 6 inclusive: with the result that all 
grades averaged from seven months to one year and two months 
higher than the national averages for the corresponding grades. 
The Pending results from the same tests show the great strength 
of our program: Summarizing the results of these tests taken by 
SKI pupils in jrrades 2 through (i shows that in Vocabulary, over 
97 per cent of all pupils were at or above their grade levels in 
achievement: and in Comprehension almost !!."> per cent were at 
or above their grade levels. 

To continue our program of in-service training for teachers, 
ami with the strong support of the State Department of Educa- 
tion, we offered two Workshops for teachers after the close of 
school in 11158, one in Klementary Audio-Visual Aids, and the 
other in Elementary Music. There was no expense to the School 

Department. 

SI'KCIAI. KDl CATIONAL FI ELDS 

Our Art Supervisor and instructors, with the excellent co- 
operation of our elementary teachers, have maintained a program 
this year of the high quality to which we have become accus- 
tomed. This Depart ment has provided many art services for 
both the High School and our community. There have been a 
number of fine exhibits, -and in one of these conducted by the 
Vermont Federation of Women's Clubs, in Hurlington. one of 
OUT High School seniors won first prize and a S7">.0H scholarship 
to any art school. 

1'nder the leadership of the Director of (iuidance, Mr. 
Edward C. Miller, and with the aid of Assistant-Principal 
Dominic A. Paul of the Junior High School, the Guidance 
Department continues to improve all its serv ices. The Inventory

accomplish." Items especially commended by the Visiting 
Committee were the courtesy, appearance, and citizenship of the 
student body, the high <|iiality of instruction, the ( luidance ser- 
vices, ami many of the co-curricula r aei ivil ies ( it her interest ing 
items taken from Principal Hobinson's report follow: 

Throughout the year increased attention was given to devel- 
opmental and remedial Reading in nearly all Knglish 
classes. 

Again Rutland High School had a number of students who 

won recognition in national tests and contests. 
Of the graduating class in 1!I.">S. over "iti per cent continued 
their education beyond high school, lo -I n >\\ the highest 
percentage of graduates so continuing of any of the larger 
public high schools in the State. 
Inder the direction of Mr. Henry L Doll, the Trade School 
Department, has continued to perform its service for the young 
people and adults in this area. For the latter, the Evening Trade 
School has offered a large variety of courses for people within a 
radius of sixty miles, some of the courses iii conjunction with 
local industries. This year a line exhibit was held of the work 
done by tin- boys in the various shops. A similar exhibit was held 
also in the Junior High for parents, students, teachers and 
friends. This Department is to be complimented on its alertness 
to the needs of industry in day and night school Irade preparation 
and related subjects.

This is planned, with .")<)' , of the cost pay- 
able by the Federal Government under the National 
Defense Education Act. 

Important additional equipment in Science and Mathe- 
matics ; also available at .")()' , of the total cost under the 
National Defense Education Act. 

The equipping of a classroom as an Electronics laboratory, 
to provide a technical course in this subject. 70% of 
the instructor's salary, and 50 r , of the cost of the equip- 
ment will be provided under the National Defense 
Education Act. 

Equipment to furnish, at least partially, a modern Office 
Practice room for the Business Education Department. 

SCHOOL BUDGET 

Our Budget was adopted by the School Board and v d 

upon bv the people, sis provided for in our City Charter. How- 
ever, according to Law. we are "presenting" the Budget else- 
where in this Report. 

The new Budget calls for planned expenditures (omitting the 
Contingency item) of approximately $00,204. more than was 
spent in 1 VL38-59.

To the Honorable City Council and Citizens of Rutland: 

It is with a great deal of pleasure that I submit my first 
annual report as Director of the Rutland I'ree Library. I would 
like to thank the Hoard of Trustees and the library staff for their 
assistance in helping me to adjust to this new environment. 

It is always encouraging to be able to submit n report that 
shows definite progress. Librarians do not like to depend entirely 
on statistics which only show the quantity of library service. 
There is also the quality of library service to be considered. In 
view of the fact that quality is almost impossible to measure in a 
report of this type, I will only attempt to go over the highlights of 
library activities during the past year. 

Circulation 

The Rutland Free Library broke all previous circulation 
records when readers borrowed |.">2.(K):5 books, 4.1MI8 magazines, 
1,71") pamphlets, and 3,dt>7 phonograph records. We now have 
an up-to-date total of .">.S0.") registered borrowers. 

Book Stock 

The library now has a total of .">!). I I I books. 2.41.'! books, 
covering all ages and reader interests, were added this year. 
A project is underway to weed out-of-date books from our collec- 
tion. This project should be completed this year. Our Vertical 
file, containing current pamphlets and government documents, 
is being weeded, revised, and brought up-to-date. ( )iir Historical 
Collection, containing books and other information about Ver- 
mont, is continually being supplemented either by purchase or hy 
gifts. 

Non-Book Materials 

The use of films in the library has increased tremendously. 
10,392 children attended children's film showings. ">,()8li persons 
viewed our Canadian Travel Films, which may be borrowed from 
the library. (i(K) persons attended the Rutland Film Association 
programs. 

The library's phonograph record collection is now on a com- 
pletely free basis, and it is continually being increased. New 
records are previewed each Friday evening at our recorded 
concerts. 
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Adult Services 

I) ur i,,g the year :i iiuhiIkt of changes were nwule in our 
borrowing procedures and our clerical routine, all with the aim 
of providing better service lo our borrowers. As our library 
continue- tO meet the increased demands placed upon our re- 
B K f will continue to streamline our procedures ami rou- 
tines '<)ur aim is to get the Look to the reader as quickly as 
possible with the least possible cost. If in carrying out this aim 
we lose some of our personal touch with borrowers, 1 am sure that 
the increased selection of books and better service will make up 
for such a loss. 

Children's Department 

With the initiative and guidance of our Children's Librarian. 
Mrs Barbara Douglas, the library services to the children ot

Film Program has received such an enthusiastic following that 
it is now a recognized part of the library's overall program. 
Hook talk- readers' guidance, and reference work are demanding

to understand how more and more children are crowding into the 
cramped and tntallv inadequate children's room. Again we thank 
our volunteer storyteller, Mrs. Kli/abeth Taylor, for her excellent 
work with the children during summer story hour on the library 
green. 

Reference Service 

Your library's reference collection is constantly being 
enlarged and brought up-to-date.

The Future 

I am very pleased that in Rutland we have an alert and con- 
scientious Board ol Library Trustees. The Board, in my opinion, 
has taken an enormous stride forward when it approved of the 
idea of a ."> Year Plan for the library. This plan would cover ill 
aspects of library development, including book collection, ser- 
vice-, stall, salaries, and physical plant. The ultimate goal of the 
."> Year Plan is the raising of the standards of our library to those 
recommended by the American Library Association for good 
library service. 

Here in Rutland more and mote people are beginning to 
realize that this is their library — the young, the old; the well-to-do 
and the poor; the professional man and for the factory worker. 
The library serves everyone, regardless of race or religion. Just 
as the library serves everyone in the community, the library 
needs the support of everyone in the community.

Street Department 

The usual maintenance work was done on our city streets. 

(iood stable roads wen- obtained from the application ol pea 
stoneand asphalt and many of our streets were resurfaced in this 

manner. ..... i . 

Deer Street was reconstructed with soil cement an entirely 
new phase of lead work in liutland. but well proven m other 
communities. This street has withstood the rigors ot a very 
severe winter and was in excellent shape this spring. Other 
streets will be reconstruct ed with soil cement in the liiture 

\ stabilizing process with asphalt was earned on on Charles 
Street Birehwood Avenue. Plain Street, Gibson Avenue and 
Spruce Street This was done with asphalt a process whereby 
asphalt is penetrated to a depth of li or 7 inches III the old roadway 
and sealed with pea stone and asphalt. These streets have stood 
the heavy punishment of a severe winter and there was no ravel- 
inn and iio pot holes were observed. Much more ot this type ot 
work is to be done in i he summer of I960. 

Court Street: Stratton Road, from Woodstock Avenue to 
Harrington Avenue: Stratton Road, from .Jackson Avenue to 
Ulen Street - \dams Street were excavated to a depth ot 2 teet. 
tilled with gravel and pea stone, and tarred. Allen Street was 
regraded from Stratton Road to Mussey Street. Crescent Mrect 
and Pierpoinl Avenue were paved with hot mix: a portion ot field 
\ venue and North Church Street was also done in this manner. 
On Oak Street Kxtension trees were cut down and the street was 

graveled. , ,,,, r 

:{() 189 gallons of asphalt: 2S,lf>3 gallons of tar; 4.H tons ot 
stone and «80 tons of sand were used. 410 tons of Hot Mix were 
used on Crescent Street and I'icrpomt Avenue. 

Sewer Department 

\s usual, we have received many complaints about sewers 
backing into cellars and basements during heavy ranis or thaws. 
Many words have been used to describe this condition. 
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This department, through sanction of the Hoard of Alder- 
men, has taken steps to relieve some of this misery by the con- 
struction of storm .-ewers in the bad spots such as Killington 
Avenue, Piedmont and Harrington Avenue. Xot much progress 
has been made on the Killington Avenue sewer, due to right-of- 
way troubles, which it is hoped will be cleared up shortly. The 
storm sewer on Piedmont and Harrington, so-called, has been 
designed to similarly relieve the Pendente of Jasmin bane and 
St. John Street. This line will eventually lie in with the recon- 
struction of Woodstock Avenue and this should be completed 
this fall. 

The State of Veri t Water Conservation Hoard has re- 
fused to permit any more sanitary sewers to be constructed until 
tlx- City has made mhiic ell'orl to acquire needed laud for a sewage 
disposal plant. Negotiations for this laud are now going on. 

Many residences have inadequate plumbing in their base- 
ments. Sewer caps are left oil', iio back water traps are provided, 
or there are no caps at all. The water >hed from a heavy rainfall 
sometimes amounts to 2 inches or more. Numerous parking lots 
have been constructed: new homes are being built and roof 
leaders connected to the sewer system, causing an immediate 
overload of the present pipes. Year.- ago. when fewer buildings, 
parking lots and paved roads were Constructed, a lot of this rain 
was soaked up by the ground and not much trouble was experi- 
enced. This proves the advisability of building more storm 
sewers each year.

Hvdrants were inspected constantly during the winte and 
numerous valves were installed where needed li., . new house 
, ,mections were made: 2 fire lines were installed. We had more 
than 00 Ireejte-ups due to the severe winter. 

We have over 4,000 acres of forest land on the watershed area. 
These acres have been thinned and pulp and lumber sold at vari- 
ous times an.l the forest is being scientifically cleaned and cut 
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under the able direction of Mr. < iene Keenan of the State forestry 
Department. The City should at all times be <|iiiek to add to 
their holdings in this area 

The reservoir and installations have been expertly handled 
by Mr. Harry Jasmin, the caretaker. Numerous improvements 
have been undertaken to make this area one of the beauty spots 
of our state. Hundreds of visitors from our own city and the 
other New England states are constantly enjoying this spot. 

Sidewalk and Curb Department 

During the liscal year of 1058- 1 !i511 we have constructed 
1,374 feet of straight concrete curb; MO feet of concrete curb and 
gutter: and 2,807 square feet of sidewalk. Gravel walks to the 
Northwest and Southeast schools are planned for the future. 

Winter Maintenance 

We experienced one of the worst winters we have had in a 
long time. With continual thawing and freezing, our men were 
on the go day and night. The traveling public was most courteous 
and evidently felt that this department was doing its utmost 
under (he circumstances. Roads and walks were promptly 
plowed, salted and sanded. The Airport and parking lots were 
kept in excellent condition throughout the winter. Incidentally, 
the cost of winter maintenance has risen from §17,000 in 1052 to 
$:S7.1'.KU7 in 1058-5!). 

842 tons of salt and 1,08,") tons of sand were placed on the 
streets during the past winter. 

A one-man sidewalk sander was purchased and it is planned 
to add three more this coming winter. 

Engineering Department 

This department has been very busy. Lines and grades were 
furnished to property owners when requested; all sewer and water 
main extensions were laid out, mapped and locations of same 
placed on file. Surveys were made in Meudon on our watershed 
lauds and all records of this work are in this office. We also sur- 
veyed the site location for the new navigation beacon for the 
Rutland Airport on Pine Hill. This beacon is now in operation. 

This department also has designed and supervised the con- 
struction of the new parking lot at the old Depot grounds and it is 
expected it will be ready for occupancy about October i. 

During the past year we suffered the loss of two of our fellow 
workers. Mr. Jack Hielle and Mr. Karl O'Pourke. They are 
keenly missed by their associates. 

I wish to make the following recommendations: 

In the Water Department I recommend a survey be made 

of our present system. This would be made with the inten- 
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lion of finding leaks which d t show up on the ground. 

The water find* it> way through underground channels of 

flows directly into our sewers and an estimated 1.000.1)00 
gallons a day would !><■ saved by ihis survey. The cost 
would lie 1,200.00. one-half to come from funds already 
appropriated for 1 959 and one-half from funds of I960 
The saving of 1 ,000.000 gallons of water could go a long way 
towards relieving our uiid.-r.ixui demand. 

I would also recommend that attention lie given to 
River Street viaduct which, though structurally sound, is 
very narrow. 

I wish to thank the Honorable .Mayor, the Honorable Hoard 
of Aldermen and all uther city officials for their assistance ami 
cooperation during the pasi year. 

I also wish to extend my sincere appreciation to the per- 
sonnel of tin 1 Public Works a«d Water Departments, without 
whose loyal cooperation we could not have successfully accom- 
plished mi many projects during the past year.

The new boxes located at the 
Dana school, Lincoln school, Longfellow school and High school 
are connected to the sprinkler system and fire detection system 
inside the schools and will function if a fire occurs at any time. 

The present fire alarm circuits are now overloaded and no 
more boxes can be added to the present system. 1 must recom- 
mend that a special appropriation be made to add two more cir- 
cuits to the fire alarm system so it can be extended to cover all 
sections of the City. Also there are several fire alarm boxes that 
have been in service over forty years and should be replaced. 

I must again recommend that the present Station 2 be relo- 
cated at Woodstock Avenue and Deer Street and provision made 
for a modern drill tower for lirenien training. 

I wish to thank all members of the Fire Department and 
other City Departments for their assistance and cooperation

The Department investigated 2,930 eomplamta and made 

203 arrests. . 

The Number of motor vehicle accidents investigated were 
:m This number of accident s is ten less than the previous year. 
The estimated amount of damage is also less and the number ol 
persons injured and hospitalized were also reduced compared to 
the previous year. A table listing the number of ears involved, 
estimated damages, and number of persons injured and hospital- 
ized follows this report. We had no fatalities this year. 

The following signs and traffic lights, approved hv the \ ity 
Council, were erected during the past year: Traffic lights at Uiver 
Street and < 5 ranger Street, State Street and Baxter Street, and 
blinker lights at West Street and Meadow Street, and one on 
Evelyn Street iii trout of the Rutland County National Hank. 
"No'Parking Here to Corner" signs were erected at West Streei 
and Court Square and on the south side of Traverse Place.

This is the twenty-fourth annual report which I have made 
to the citizens of Rutland City regarding State payments in your 
municipality of various types of assistance and welfare for period 
July 1st. 1958 through June 30, l'.t.V.i. The support mid coopera- 
tion of town officers and people generally over this long period i- 
gratefully acknowledged. 

This year marks the greatest improvement in the assistance 
programs since they were inaugurated many years ago. Due to 
an increase in federal funds available to the State and a fortunate 
combination of circumstances it has been possible to lift the ceil- 
ing in the three adult programs from $(53.00 to $75,00 a month 
and in the Aid to Dependent Children program to $45.00 for the 
eligible mother or relative. $45.00 for the first child and $25.00 
for each additional child. Our food budget allowances have also 
been increased. This not only furnishes more liuancial security 
to the individuals themselves but should also relieve the towns 
anil cities of much of the expense of supplementation. Although 
the bill has not passed the legislature at this writing, a program 
for nursing home care and limited hospitalization for eligible 
recipients of Old Age Assistance, Aid to the Hlind and Aid to the 
Permanently and Totally Disabled has the endorsement of the 
town and city managers. This will relieve the towns and cities of 
65 percent of the cost for which they are currently obligated. No 
additional state appropriation is proposed or required. Actually, 
the current total requests of the Department of Social Welfare 
for ID0O-I90I are less than was appropriated for 1958-1959,

ACTIVITIES 

Spring and Summer 

The Recreation Department again operated seven play- 
grounds during the nine week summer season. A complete pro- 
gram of playground activities for all age groups and interests was 
successfully 'earned out. Special events thai were held included: 
rook outs.' picnic suppers, nature hikes, watermelon eating con- 
tests, freckle contests, costume parades, doll shows, pet shows, 
field day, B»aSd box contests, scavenger hunts, story telling 
pageant.' polka dot contests, city championship day. hobo contest 
and to end the summer season, an Indian Hay and Carnival was 
held at Rotary Field. 
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Organized baseball and soft hall leagues were again in opera- 
tion. The Mitey .Mil)' League, for hoys 7-10 enjoyed its fourth 
successful season operating as one six team league. These games 
were played on weekday mornings at Meadow Street Playground. 
Three hoys were advanced to the Midget League during the 
regular season as their baseball skills developed. Two .Junior 
League teams for hoys 13-16 years old were uniformed and par- 
ticipated in the Rutland County Junior League. Others were 
Proctor, Rittsford and Brandon. 

The ten team Midget League for hoys age 10-11! was in 
operation with Mr. Boh Sharrow as league director. One hundred 
and twenty-six hoys and ten adult coaches, managers and um- 
pires participated in this program. The Twi-Light games were 
played at Rotary field. 

Two softball leagues for men were again in operation. An 
eight team I at and Thirty League and a 5 team City League. 

A tlirls' Volleyball League was in Operation with four play- 
grounds represented. 

The swimming pool was again operated successfully this year 
and was enjoyed by many people. The Pool Manager was Louis 
Day and the Assistant Manager was Joanna Taft. Swimming 
lessons from beginners to a Red Cross Instructors' Course were 
held. The highlight of the season was the Annual Water Carnival. 

Fall and Winter 

The Halloween program was conducted with considerable 
success, due to the elTorts of RTA groups and the Mother and 
Father Clubs of the city schools. Window painting of the down- 
town store windows was held on the Wednesday before Hal- 
loween. Parties were held at the various grammar schools. A 
dance was held for the Junior High School students at the Rutland 
High (iymnasiuin and a dance for High School students was 
held at the Armory. 

The program at the Madison Street Recreation Center 
included a great variety of activities for all ages. The Center was 
under the direction of Llder "Hap" Haapala, Assistant Super- 
intendent of Recreation. Regular activity clubs included the 
Senior Citizens, Chess Club, Home Demonstration, Civil Air 
Patrol. Fish and Came, Dog Obedience, Scout Meetings. Women's 
Benefit Association, and the Navy .Mothers, Adult Instructions 
were given for the following activities: ( iolf, Bridge. Oil Painting, 
Sketching, first Aid and Square Dancing. 

The children were instructed in square dancing, gymnastics, 
basketball, baseball, eheerleadiiig and baton twirling. Other 
activities included children's games, daily skill tournaments and 
table tennis.
